On this occasion a song was written by 
one of our bards, in which an Irish virgin is made to give the preference to her dear Coulin (or the youth with the 

flowing locks,) to all strangers (by which the English were meant,) or those who wore their habits. Of this song the 
air alone has reached us, and is universally admired? Walkers Historical Memoirs of Irish Bards. p. 184. Mr Walker, 
informs us, also, that about the same period there were some harsh measures taken against the Irish Minstrels.
